Radio Broadcasting 
3y LevERING Tyson, Director, National Advisory Council on Radio in Education 


N THE last few years the office of the National Advisory Council on 
Radio in Education has been deluged with requests for publications about 
radio in the United States, and for information on various phases of the 

subject. The bulk of the requests were received during the past winter, be- 
cause the Debate Committee of the National University Extension Associa- 
tion recommended to high school and college debate leagues throughout the 
country that they discuss during the season of 1933-34 the question, “Re- 
solved, that the United States should adopt the essential features of the 
British system of radio control and operation.’”’ How many debates on this 
subject were held within the last twelve months is not known, but the num- 
ber runs into five figures. Meeting the demands for information on this 
provocative subject has raised problems in several quarters. In addition te 
the Council office, the office of the Federal Radio Commission, the National 
Association of Broadcasters, the British Broadcasting Corporation, the 
British Library of Information in America, and the U. S. Office of Educa- 
tion have been bombarded with requests for material. I suspect the librarians 
of the country have not escaped the rising tide of interest in radio. 

The problem of meeting this demand is not confined solely to the volume 
of requests. Articles about radio are appearing with surprising frequency in 
the popular magazines. Relatively few books have been written recently. 
Here and there a volume directed at the whole American scene contains use- 
ful references to broadcasting—Recent social trends in the United States is a 
good example of this. To me it seems that there is a decrease in the type of 
article rather prevalent a few years ago in which an embittered listener vented 
his spleen against radio because of a pet peeve over a particular program or a 
broadcasting practice that rasped his own peculiar individual sensibilities or 
ambitions. This type of writing continues to some extent, of course, and will 
persist indefinitely. More recently at least some writers are beginning to 
inform themselves about radio before they set pen to paper. 
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It must be remembered that radio is now a vital, active, and ever-present 
element of life in civilized countries. Its importance as a cultural instrument 
has yet to be determined. Its potential influence is readily admitted. Dis- 
cussion over its ultimate destiny is common. Controversy is inevitable. 
Propaganda for this or that idea in radio is to be expected. Numerous in- 
terests are actively—and properly—at work to advance their causes and urge 
their views. This makes it more difficult to identify objective treatment of 
the radio question in the literature on the subject. The discovery by politi- 
cians of the power of radio as a campaign instrument, and of the new uses 
to which it can be put as a means of giving information to the people, has 
made broadcasting, we hope temporarily, a football on the political gridiron in 
Washington. In addition to all this the broadcasting industry, which had a 
spectacularly successful early career, did not feel the effects of the depression 
until relatively late. It had never faced hard times and, when it was forced 
to do so, was stumped as to the best methods of meeting adverse conditions. 
As a result programs deteriorated. Offensive advertising disgusted listeners 
and protests were voiced far and wide by a press which either rightly or 
wrongly had come to view radio as an economic rival, perhaps as a competi- 
tive news vendor. Literature reflecting these conditions has appeared widely 
and fairly regularly. 

Librarians of the country can be of use in several ways when inquiries are 
made about radio. It is an easy matter, | assume, to keep an up-to-date record 
of articles on the subject, even though the reliability of the information con- 
tained therein cannot always be determined. I suppose casual inquiries about 
the radio question are fairly frequent. These can be handled by reference to 
the most recent articles, but I believe we are entering a period when there will 
be an increase in active discussion of the whole subject. The question of the 
ultimate control of radio in the United States raises issues as fundamental as 
freedom of the press, freedom of assembly, and freedom of discussion. And 
radio is a complex phenomenon. It has not only raised difficulties for the 
technician to solve, but its legal aspects are a maze, the costs of operation and 
program production are staggering, and it is still an open question how time 
on the air and adequate financial support for programs of direct public service 
can be secured. The particular social problems it raises are beginning to 
appear. 

All these overlap to some extent. The serious student will have to take all 
of them into account. The librarian should be prepared to give him access to 
material which can be labeled as wholly objective in its treatment, or material 
the basic value of which can be recognized readily from its source. I would 
suggest that librarians supply a basic list of readings about the radio, and | 
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hope the following suggestions will be of value: 

For information in technical phases of the subject and the progress of in- 
vention, inquirers should be referred to the Institute of Radio Engineers, 33 
West 39th Street, New York, N. Y. The Report of the Standing Commit- 
tee on Radio Law of the American Bar Association, October, 1929, contains 
in language aimed at the layman a description of the physical broadcasting 
processes which makes clear to the untutored mind the complex telephonic 
devices used in transmission and reception. The report of the Council’s En- 
gineering Committee covers briefly and concisely present conditions in broad- 
casting, television, etc. The best short book on the history of the development 
of radio legislation in America is Laurence F. Schmeckebier’s The Federal 
radio commission; its history, activities, and organization. ‘The general his- 
tory of radio is covered in more popular form by Dr. Alfred N. Goldsmith 
and Austin C. Lescarboura in This thing called broadcasting. Martin Codel’s 
Radio and its future covers.a great deal of ground. 

The advertising phases of the subject have been adequately treated by 
rank A. Arnold in Broadcast advertising; by Orrin E. Dunlap in Advertis- 
ing by radio and Radio in advertising; by Neville O’ Neill in The advertising 
agency looks at radio; and by Herman S. Hettinger in A decade of radio ad- 
vertising. Information about international regulation of wave-length assign- 
ments can be secured from the State Department in Washington. Education 
by radio is thoroughly discussed in the yearbook of the Institute for Educa- 
tion by Radio, Ohio State University, entitled Education on the air, and in 
the proceedings of the assemblies of the Council, entitled Radio and Educa- 
tion. Information about broadcasting in other countries can be found in 
Broadcasting abroad, one of the Council’s bulletins of information, and in 
the Yearbooks and other publications of the British Broadcasting Corpora- 
tion.

As a result of these ac- 
tivities, he served a five-year prison sentence 
and upon his release was banished from the 
country. His book is a sincere and impas- 
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sioned account of revolutionary Germany in 
the years immediately following the war, and 
even though Hitler and the Nazi party are 
mentioned only incidentally, it throws much 
light on how affairs there came to be as they 
are today. Emphasis throughout is placed 
on the ideals of pacifism and socialism, for 
which Toller and his associates were fight- 
ing, rather than on the question of racial 
prejudice and persecution. Translated by 
Edward Crankshaw from Eine Jugend in 
Deutschland.

Unoer this title, Ethel M. Fair, director of the Library School of the New Jersey College for 
Women, has prepared a compilation of articles on service organized by counties and other 
large units. This is not a mechanical assembling of material; Miss Fair has digested her ma- 
terial thoroughly and bound it together with pertinent editorial comment. Section headings 
are: 1, Library service over wide areas; 2, The need for books; 3, The structure of the com- 
munity ; 4, Promotion of libraries ; 5, Measuring and meeting the cost of the service ; 6, Service 
to populous areas; 7, Communication and transportation; 8, Conditions to guard against in 
larger units. The book will be published by the A. L. A. about June 1 and the price will be 
$2.50. It is expected that the volume will be found useful by rural sociologists and agencies 
concerned with the social status of rural groups, by state library extension workers, library 
schools, and library administrators contemplating an extension of their area of service.
